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RACISM AND ARROGANCE IN JAPAN 
IS FINALLY EXPOSED 


Since the late 19th _ century，Japan?s nelighbors、nmotably China 
and Korea，have experienced both the good and ugly slides of 
Japan as a nation. They admired and emulated her industrial 
and _ technological achievements，but they Suffered most Sev- 
erely the blunt of Japan's racism and militarism. Howcever， 
aside from the military confrontation during World War II 
and Amcrican post-war occupation of Japan，most Americans 
have jlittle or no first-hand knowiledge of Japan's brand of 
racliSsm，although the Japancsc havc becn wecell-informed of 
American racism toward thec Japancse in the US since the turn 
of the century， The public rclations arm of the Japancse 
govcrnnicnt has donce 3a good job in kecping the American 
public ignorant of this seceamy side of Japan.

On September 22，Prime Ministecr Yasuhiro Nakasone blew 
the cover by tclling his ruling Liberal Democratic Party，"[n 
America，bccausec all those blacks，Puerto Ricans，and Mexicans 
are includcd，they're far and away lower (in intellectual 


level).” 


His racist rcmark instantly and decscervedly drew loud and 
angry protests from minority groups in the US，including 
Outspoken Japancse American congrcssmen Norman Mineta and 
Robert Matsui，from California. 


Even though his PR team tried to cxplain the remark away 
and five days latcr，delivered Nakasone's "hcartfeit apology”to 
the US Con8gress，both the explanation and apology remain 
unconvincin8. As Janes B, Treece of Bitsiness Jeek wrote， "To 
Sophisticated Japanese the apology was made for ialemae，or 
public consumption; /omzie，Nakasone"s true beliefs，remaincd 
hidden.” 


The racism and arrogance blatantly displayed in the rcmark 
arc an Oobvious by-product of thc belicf of some Japanese that 
their race is superior because it is "pure" and their Superliority 
is amply demonstrated by their accomplishments in Science and 
technology now，and in the military cxploits of the past. It 1S 
this Samec belief that they use to justify to this date Japan's 
discriminatory trcatment of her two percent mlinority popula- 
tion， madc up of mostly Koreans and the braK2uaz， Japan's 
untouchables，and her stubborn refusal to acccpt Indochinecse 
refugecs during the "Boat Peoplec" crisis in the late 1970s8. 


The same racist sentiment Surfaced last month over remarks 
by Nakasone"s newly-appointed education mlnister， Masayuki 
Fujio，in an interview. Fujio，an outspoken defender of 
rcCent_ efforts to rewrite Japanese history， played down 
atrocities committed by Japanese troops in Nanjing in 1937 by 


contending that "it is not a crimc under international law to 


kill during a war" and rhetorically asked，"Which was bigger 
in Scale (of indiscriminate civilian killings)， and more 
calculated，the bombing of _ Hiroshima and Nagasakl，or thc 
Nanjing Inecident?" He also claimecd that Korea was also 
responsible for Japan's anncxation of Korea in 1910 because a 
"merger had bcen agrecd upon betwcen the two sides.” 


These rcmarks prompted stron8 protests from Japan's neigh- 
bors，3and South Korea threatencd to _ derail Nakasone's sche- 
duled Secpt.， 20 visit to Seoul for the opening of the Asian 
-Gamcs，Nakasonce was forced to dismiss Fujio and to issue a 
statement 0f apology. But Nakasone himself is not above these 
racist and chauvinistic sentiments、 He was the one who 
appointcd Fujio to the sensitivec position in July and he 
himself last year became the_first post-war prime minister to 
pay an official visit to the Yasukuni Shrine where "Class An" 
war criminals exccuted by the Allicd Powers are honored. 


lt is clear from these incidents that as Japan continues to 


play a lecading role in world economy and politics，its foreign 
and domestic racial policies will comce under growling scrutiny 
at home and abroad,， Japan's trading partners are not about to 
ijgnore her racism and chauvinistic nationalism 


Finally，Nakasone's comments on minorities in the TUJS may 
be politically expedient in Japanese politics，but they are 
damaging to the cause of Asian 和 Americans trying to takc 
their rightful place in thie US， He obviously has not heard of 
the Vincent Chin case in Detroit， His remarks to his party 
may be appeasing to the ears of his domestic critics，but they 
are decidedly bad medicine for' Trace relations in the US in 
gcneral and for Asian Americans in particular. 


We conimend Mineta and Matsuil for their Strong role in 
jeading the chorus of criticisms against Nakasone'"s Statements， 
To avoid_ future incidecnts of this kind，the Japanese lcadcr- 
ship must face up to its .ownm raclst ideology and belicfs and 
take drastic action to eradicate them.

Hergreat-grandfother come to 
America to work on the rail- 
roads, and her grandfather 
Wong 3how Chong, arrived from 
Conton when he was 18.

When she received her bache- 
lors degree from UGCLAin 19272， 
she became tihe first member of 
either side of herfamily fo 
groduate from college. She weni 
ontio earn her juris doctor 
degree from UC Davis in 12746， 
and while studying forthe bar 
she worked as a low clerk forthe 
3onoma County District Aitor- 
neySs Office. 

She passed the California 
9tate Bar exam in December of 
1276, and was hired os a deputy 
district attorney for Sonoma 
County. While in this position ， 
which she held unfil Governor 
Deukmeilian appointed herto the 
bench, she worked in all ospects 
of criminal prosecutior from the 
fing of complaints to jury trials， 
ond hoandled cases ranging from 
drunk driving to murder subiecf 
fo the death penalty. 

Judge Wong has also been an 
instructor af the Santa Rosa 
Junior College Criminal Jusfice 
Troining Center and has taughf a 
number of criminal low classes 
forthe Sonoma County Sheriff's 
Office and local police depart- 
ments. 

She and her husband, Gordon 
Burns, are both very involved in 
church activifies and youth 
ministries in Santa Rosa, where 
ihey reside with theirtwo:year- 
old son ,Grant Garrett. 

JUDGE ROSE HOM 

Judge Rose Hom clearly 
remembers the day she first 
received the news of her appoin+- 
ment by Covernor Deukmeiian

Thatrare and elusive quality 
called“excellence“ is much 
sought atter in contemporary 
management circles and is a 
perennial spiritual summons 一 to 
Search for amore excellent way” 
Surely exellence is to be cele- 
brated when located and identified. 

Thirty-seven Chinese Americans 
who live and work in San Mateo 
and Santa Clara counties have 
been chosen by the Stanford Area 
Chinese Club to be extolled for 
their achievements and pro- 
claimed as role models. 

Of course, small-minded ， 
carping critics mightquibble about 
Why“X”“was selected and“Y” 
omitted. And there will pe those 
who mighteven wonder what 
good can come out of those 
coOunties SOuth of San Francisco. 
The fact remains that by any 
reasonable calculus the selection 
committee did an excellent job. 

Criticism may be justified if 
kudos were awarded simply on the 
grounds that this group of Chinese 
Americans are being recognized 
torhaving“made it 和 in white 
America and have joined the ranks 
of the“yellow bourgeoisie“ and 
can now preea-their peacock 
feathers and crow:“Look how 
beautiful Lam; why isn'tevery- 
pody jike me2 However such 
critique would pe misplaced. 

By and large, this chosen group 
of Chinese Americans are givers， 
not just takers. Their lives are a 
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benediction, forthey will have left 
the world a better place than ,when 
they entered it These are people 
who can seea difference and 
make a difference. 

Roger Chinn is not only a 
noteworthy architect who , after 
graduating from CCSF and UC 
Berkeley, found it difficult to break 
out of the confines of the drafting 
room (“... behind every Success- 
ful white architect is a Chinese)， 
but he is today the mayor of Foster 
City and active in various civic 
organizations. 

In fact, the number of volunteer 
community leaders is impressive : 
John Chin, an Angel lsland 
alumnus, later a chrysanthemum 
growenr has retired to become an 
active leader for senior Citizens' 
advocacy in Santa Clara COunty ; 
Henry Cee, Mountain View 
realtonr founded branches of the 
Chinese American Citizens 
Alliance in Albuquerdque and 
Mountain View and is active in 
business and civic groups; Samuel 
Leong, grocery store owner and 
Mountain View realtor named 
“Citizen:of theYear“ for his 
numerous community services and 
for being president of the Foothill 
De Anza College Foundation Fund 
and Commissioner of Parks and| 
Recreation ;Dr Roger Engisa 
dentist and mayor of Los Altos ; 
Helen Tao, business and marketing 
coordinator at Ford Aerospace in 
9unnyvale,'is on the Palo Alto 
Human Relations Commission ， 
founding board member of Asian 
Americans for Community In- 
volyement, member of the Mid- 
peninsulaYWCA board and the 
Palo Alto Community Block Grant 
Committee; and Dr Allan Seid, a 
product of Cameron House, isa 
psychiatrist, a well-known com- 
munity leader and former member 
of the California State Board of 
Education. 

Among the brief biographies 
chronicled by author Connie 
Young Yu, there are several 
exceptionally talented persons 
whose life and careers are SO 
fascinating that each:is worthy of 
an entire volume: 

1. Dr Eugene Dong is a maverick 
member of the Stanford University 
medical facuty, an acknowledged 
“Renaissance man” a heart 
surgeon, atrained lawyer a 
professor a pioneer heart trans- 
plant researcher and author of 
novels as well as learned treatises， 
Who could help but admire:this 
profile in courage who testifies 
against his own colleagues in 
malpractice cases? Can you 
imagine a Stanford faculty member 
exposing his own university'for 
double-billing Medicare and 
Medicaid patients, which subse- 
quently required this elite institu-

tion to pay back$2 million to the 
state and federal governments? 
Small wonder Dong is passed over 
forpromotion to full professorship， 
while his former students zoom 
ahead:. As for discrimiriation 
against Chinese Americans who 
bump into career ceiling levels， 
Dong avers,“You have to be better 
than yourcompatriots to get 
somewhere. Whenever there is 
any selection, you have to be 
better 

RARE BIRD 

2. Dr Herb Wong is another one 
of those rare birds 一 a field 
ornithologist, a jazz record 
producen radio broadcaster， 
journalist and critic, former 
professor of environmental studies， 
Berkeley school principal， author 
of over 60 books on science for 
children and adults, and currently 
abusiness executive. While most 
mortals find itdemanding to 
mastera singlecareer Dr Wong is 
amasteratthe art of mastering 
many careers. 

3. Athird giant gracing these 
pages is Dr Chia-Wei Woo， 
president of 9an Francisco 9State 
University who lives in Hills- 
borough but works across the San 
Mateo County line. By training a 
research scientist,a physicist, he 
also enjoys history and writing 
Chinese poetry as well as fencing， 
which is a good skill for academiic 
administrators to have! Ateacher 
and administrator Woo is adept at 
communication, mediation and 
bridge-building across disciplines 
and cultures. One mustadmire his 
patience and persistence in dealing 
with what he dubs “the beast“ 一 
perennial petty problems and 
manicuring minormatters, which 
seemis to be endemic to academic 
bureaucracy. 

Finally a word about the genre 
of literature being produced here. 
ltis helpful，useful and inspira- 
tional, but lacking in focus and 
Substance to resemble the oral 
history projects instigated at 
Various univyersities. 

Author ConnieYoung Yu isto be 
commended for her labors in 
interviewing and compiling these 
biographical sketches. She makes 
no claims of conforming to the 
canons of social science research 
methodology. As sketches, her 
biographies are cursory and leave 
the reader yearning for more 
in-depth, probing analyses that 
unravel the nuances of personal 
life Stories as they are interwoven 
and interacting with political， 
cultural, historical and socio- 


logical contexts. In their present 


form, her biographical accounts 
provide raw data for the serious 
Student of ethnicity to analyze with 
conceptual and paradigmatic 
frameworks for the sake of a larger 
perspective and a broader under- 
standing of the Chinese American 
experience.
